CASE AGAIN LOCKED 
UP; OUT 4 HOUR 


New Instructions Asked 
on Meaning of Overt 
Acts as Alleged. 


MAL DAUGHERTY’S 
EVIDENCE REVIEWED 


No Indication:Is Given of the 
Trend of Deliberation; 
Feeling Runs High. 


Federal Court, New York, March 2 
(By A. P.).—Thirty-four hours after 


jury was taken to a hotel tonight with- 
out having repofted a verdict. 

At 11 o’clock the foreman of the 
jury rapped on the jury room door 
and asked that they be locked up for 
the night. . 

Through grimed windows, the Daugh- 
erty-Miller jury was seen tonight still 
arguing the question of the guilt or 
innocence of the two former govern- 
ment officials charged with conspiracy 
to defraud the United States. 

The jury did not go for supper at 
6 o’clock, as usual. At 6:30 a sealed 
note was sent out. Judge Knox was 
summoned from chambers in the 
Woolworth building and counsel took 
seats in the courtroom. 

At 7 o’clock court was adjourned 
until 8 and the jury was taken out for 
supper. 

When the jurors returned from sup- 
per, they were taken into the court- 
room. Judge Knox gave them instruc- 
tions on the meaning of overt acts as 
alleged in the indictment. They then 
retired to the jury room. 


Charge Is Conspiracy. 


Harry M. Daugherty former Attor- 
ney General, and Thomas W. Miller, 
former alien property custodian, still 
were confident they would be found 
not guilty. They are charged with con- 
spiracy to defraud the United States 
of their honest and unbiased services 
in allowing claims for $7,000,000 pro- 
ceeds of the sale of seized shares of 
the American Metals Co. The govern- 
ment alleged they shared a fee of $441,- 
000 paid to effect the allowance. 

Up to 6 o’clock tonight, the jury had 
returned to the courtroom twice; once 
for advice on the value of character 
witness testimony given in behalf of 
Harry Daugherty and once to hear re- 
read the testimony given by Daugh- 
erty’s brother. 

There was no indication of the trend 
the jury’s deliberation had taken. 

The importance of the case drew to 
the Federal building a crowd that con- 
gregated in the corridors awaiting the 
verdict. 

Exhibits Are Examined. 


The jury was locked up at 11:40 last 
night after Bederal Judge John C. Knox 
had repeated a portion of his charge 
jat the request of the jurors.

limit on debate. Senator Robert M. 
La Follette, stanch Reed resolution sup- 
porter, launched a filibuster against 
this proposal. 

After some discussion, Senator Cole 
Blease objected to the proposed agree- 
ment and the dreary grind of the fili- 
buster continued. 

After the fight haa been in progress 
for six hours there were many evidences 
that the filibuster was gaining strength. 
Before the prohibition reorganization 
bill, which would make a separate bu- 
reau of prohibition enforcement and 
place its agents under civil service, had 
been passed by a vote of 71 to 6, lead- 
ers of the forces arrayed against the 
inquisitorial plans of Senator James A. 
Reed, of Missouri, counted upon the 
militant support of only seven men. 
By midnight the ranks of those who 
were willing to talk the Reed commit- 
tee out of existence had grown to eleven 
and there was no sign of weakening. 

The talk of compromise and pres- 
sure from those interested in the pas- 
sage of pork barrel barrel legislation 
to clear the legislative path died down.

tluding a proviso forbidding such ex- 
penditure. 

Officers of the Washington Railway 
é Electric Co., after a conference, noti- 
fled District authorities that they would 
pay for the lighting last night pending 
determination today whether it would 
be legal for them to continue to sup- 
ply current without cost to the District 
until the next Congress meets to make 
provision either for operation or re- 
moval of the lamps. The company said 
it would be willing .to operate the lights 
free of public cost until that time. 

The traffic signal scandal investiga- 
tion slumped into comparative inaction. 
The District commissioners did nothing, 
holding themselves in readiness to be 
called to further hearings by the Gib- 
gon subcommittee to canvas; the sub- 
ject. No hearing was held. 

Experts of the Federal bureau of effi- 
ciency continued their work cf checking 
the material received on the purchases 
made for the District from the Crouse- 
Hinds Co. by I. C. Moller, suspended 
assistant director of traffic. 

T. Lincoln Townsend, of the National 
Electrical Supply Co., called gn Com- 
missioner Proctor L. Dougherty, with 
correspondence relating to signal pur- 
chases. His company is local representa- 
tive of the Crouse-Hinds Co. 

Lieut. Col. J. Franklin Bell, engineer 
commissioner, said his three military 
assistants, Majs.

RECESS APPOINTMENTS 
HELD LIKELY RESULT 


Opponents Say Period Would 
Be Trial. of Their Fitness 
to Hold Positions. 


Although President Coolidge yester- 
day called Senators Jones, of Washing- 
ton, and Sackett, of Kentucky, to the 
White House and conferred with them 
regarding his utility appointments, fa- 
vorable action on them is remote. 

The two senators are understood to 
have expressed a willingness, at the 
President's request, to report the nomi- 
nations to the full committee, but even 
in this event, it is pointed out, there 
is little possibility of their being acted 
upon by the full committee.

Final passage was effected yesterday 
of four bills—the meaningl Farm-4 
ers Market site bill, a measure increas- 
ing the standards for local ph acists, 
permitting the extension of a pipe line 
from Child’s restaurant to thé Willard 
hotel and the bill designed to relieve 
government employes approaching. re- 
tirement age. House action was taken 
on each measure. By agreeing to the 
Senate market bill, the measure now 
only authorizes the commissioners to 
look over a site and report back to the 
next session. 

Pharmacists must be graduates of a 
pharmacists’ school and have served four 
years under an accredited \pharmacist 
before they can practice here, under the 
terms of the bill relating to them,, It 
does not take effect for a year, however. 

The -retirement bill, sponsored by 
Chairman Lehlbach, of the House civil 
service committee, removes the 30-day 
period in which departmental chiefs 
must certify an employe approaching 
retirement age if he is eligible for the 
two years’ extension of service. 

It is not considered likely that 
Chairman Zihlman, of the House Dis- 
trict committee, will attempt to get 
House action on the Shipstead bill 
passed by the Senate, to give the fine 
arts commission jurisdiction over build- 
ings 40 feet in height within 200 feet 
of a government building or park.

HALTED BY REVOLT 
WITHIN WO'S ARMY 


Centrai Chinese Ate Refusing 
to Cooperate Against 
the Cantonese. 


SUN’S FORCE IS BROKEN; 
MEN JOIN SOUTHERNERS 


Marshal Will Retire With a 
Large Fortune, Is Belief 
at Shanghai. 


Shanghai, March 2 (By A. P.).—The 
advance of the Peking government's 
troops against the nationalist (Canton- 


ese) forces at Hankow has been blocked, 
temporarily at least. 

Soldiers of Marshal Wu Pei-Fu, re- 
volting against his authority, are re- 
ported to have refused to cooperate 
with the Manchurlans of Marshal 
Chang Tso-Lin, and numbers of them 
are openly hostile to Chang’s army. 

Manchurians and former soldiers of 
Wu Pei-Fu clashed between Kaifeng 
and Chenchow, in Honan province, 
through which region the northern 
forces have been seeking permission 
from Wu's troops for two weeks to pass, 
in their campaign against the Can- 
tonese. 

Wu Pei-Fu, for years an outstanding 
figure in Chinese military and political 
history, is said to have been shorn of 
all military power by subordinate of- 
ficers and to have withdrawn from his 
old military headquarters... Less than 
a year ago war lord of several provinces 
of central China, he is today without 
effective command. 


Shantung Troops Withdrawn. 


The armies of Shantung province, 
hitherto participating in the northern- 
ers’ campaign against the Cantonese in 
the middle Yangtse river basin, are be- 
lieved to ‘have been withdrawn to the 
southeastward for the defense of 
Shanghal against the Cantonese ad- 
vancing northward at the coast. 

A large nurnber of troops from the 
broken army of Marshal Sun Chuan- 
Fang tonight were reported to be going 
over to the Cantonese army and thous- 
ands of others were said to be desert- 
ing. 

Sun's army now apparently is com- 
pletely discounted as a factor of im- 
portance in the military situation. It 
is understood Sun himself has made all 
preparations to retire. He is known to 
have accumulated a large fortune dur- 
ing his tuchunship of Kiangsu and 
Chekiang provinces. 

The utter collapse of the once mighty 
forces of Marshal Sun Chuan-Fang, who 
until ten days #go was the chief de- 
fender of Shanghai, has been brought 
about principally by the “boring from 
within” on the part of the Cantoese. 
One after another, Marshal Sun has lost 
his five provinces, and there has been a 
minimum of actual fighting since he

Taiku and prevent the rear advance of 
Shantungese troops. Both sides are 
moving troops in that direction. 

The nationalists were reported to 
haves appeared in Huchowfu, on the 
souftiern shore of the lake.

Soviet Better Than Czarism, 
He Asserts, but Is Only 
a Phrase. 


OLD ARISTOCRACY IS 


Working for the Cause 
of Bolsheviki. 


New York, March 2 (By A. P.).— 
Alexander F. Kerensky, who headed the 
revolutionary . government established 


jin Russia after the overthrow of th 


e 
czar, arrived on the Olympic today 
for the purpose of studying American 


principles of Wberty. He ‘also intends 
to write for American consumption on 
the present-day Russian situation. 

Kerensky, was met at the quarantine 
station by Kenneth N. Simpson, as- 
sistant United States attorney, and 
Nicholas Vinner, adjutant to Kerensky, 
when he was in power. Vinner is now 
professor of Russian philosophy and lit- 
erature at Columbia university. Simp- 
son and Vinner had a brief private talk 
with Kerensky before he was met by 
the newspaper men. 

Vinner acted as interpreter, as Keren- 
sky’s familiarity with the English lan- 
guage is limited to the written word. 
Vinner gauged the questions and an- 
swers with the net result that Keren- 
6ky dealt largely in generalities. He 
insisted that his mission to America 
should not be characterized as that of 
a propagandist. 


Hostility .to Soviet. 


Kerensky was besieged by reporters 
who fired volleys of questions at him 
on a wide range of subjects, which 
seemed to disconcert him for a time, 
and his answers were ambiguous. 

After the question had been put 
several times, he finally said that he 
thought 99 per cent of the Russian 
people were hostile to the soviet. He 
exvressed the opinion, however, that 
more good had come out of the soviet, 


ever could have come out of the czarist 
regime. 

He believed that the Russian people 
must solve their own political prob- 
lems from within and not without the 
country, although he admitted propa- 
ganda of a constructive nature from 
the outside was of value. 

Kerensky is a man of more than 
average stature, with a closely cropped 
head of dark hair. His eyes are hazel, 
with large pupils, and his face is al- 
most free of wrinkles. The exile spoke 
in a deep, booming voice. He did not 
smile once ‘during the interview. 


Old Regime Done With. 


He charged those who are seeking 
the return of a monarchy in Russia 
with working for the cause of bolshe- 
viki and said the aristocracy never will 
return to power. This statement came 
when he was told Grand Duchess Cyril 
and Grand Duke Boris both said when 
in America that it is merely a matter 
of time until the aristocracy will re- 
turn. He let out a great grunt and 
said: 

“No! No! No! Never!” 

Asked whether the present govern- 
ment is worse than the czarist regime, 
he replied with this question: 

“I ask you to judge for yourselves 
whether czarist hereditary government, 
which never gave a vestige of sym- 
pathy to democratic ideals, is prefer- 
able to a government which came out 
of the revolution and later turned in 
on itself? What would you say if the 
United States had no independent 
newsvaper?” 

He said Russian democrats and re- 
publicans will never forget that Amer- 
ica supnorted Russia and helped their 
cause more than any other nation.

ADJOINING OFFICE IN RUINS 


Charleston, W. Va., March 2 (By A 
P.).—West Virginia’s temporary capitol, 
a two-story structure which served as 
the seat of government for several 
years while a new State structure was 
being built, today was destroyed by 
fire which spread so rapidly that em- 
ployes were barely able to escape. A 
brick building beside it, housing the 
attorney general’s office, also was de- 
stroyed and many valuable records in 
both bulldings,were lost. 

State officials said the loss would 
likely exceed the $155,000 insurance 
carried on the two buildings and their 
contents. The origin of the fire was 
undetermined tonight. 

The temporary capitol was built at 
a cost of about $60,000, after fire de- 
stroyed the old capitol in 1921. Since 
other State offices were moved into the 

new capitol, with the recent comple- 
tion of one wing, the temporary head- 
quarters had been occupied principally 
by the road and public service commis- 
sions. 

Employes abandoned purses and 
wraps in their flight from the flames, 
which, they said, seemed to spring up 
at once all over the second floor. Some 
made their escape from the second floor 
by ladders. 

Three nearby houses caught fire, but 
were saved by firemen. So rapid was 
the sweep of the fire that five automo- 
biles parked near the temporary capi- 
tol were destroyed. °

U. S. Will Ask Early Date for 
Arguments on Defend- 
ants’ Demurrers. 


TRIAL TO BE UP MONDAY 


Will Ask $10,545,376 in Re- 
imbursement Claim. 


Bribery charges, growing out of the 
leasing of naval oil land reserves, will 
be pressed against Edward L Doheny, 
his son, Edward L. Doheny, jr., and 
Albert B. Fall, former Secretary of the 
Interior, United States District Attor- 
ney Peyton Gordon announced yester- 
day. 

Announcement of the government’s 
purpose to press its bribery charges 


was made on behalf of himself and 
Atlee Pomerene and Owen J. Roberts, 
special government counsel, Gordon 
sald. 

The first move in the case will be 
made next week according to an As- 
sociated Press dispatch from Cleveland, 
Ohio, quoting former Senator Pom- 
erene as stating that he intended to 
come here Friday in connection with 
the contempt charges against Harry 
F, Sinclair. The government, Pomerene 
said, will ask the District Supreme 
court next week to fix a date for 
arguments on the demurrers which 
have been filed to the bribery indict- 
ments by Fall and the Dohenys. 


$100,000 Bribe Alleged. 


There are two bribery indictments. 
One charges the Dohenys with brib- 
ing Fall with #8100,000 to influence 
him to lease the Elk Hills naval oil 
reserves. The other charges Fall with 
accepting the bribe. The pending de- 
murrers to these indictments are based 
principally on the contention that Fall 


could not lawfully lease the oil reserve 
and consequently, in law, could not be 
bribed to lease trem unlawfully. 

A jury in the District Supreme court 
several months ago acquitted the three 
men of a conspiracy charge, involving 
the same $100,000 which Doheny ad- 
vanced to Fall. The jury decided the 
money was a loan and not a bribe. 

Fall and Sinclair still must face trial 
for conspiracy in connection with the 
Teapot Dome lease to the Mammoth 
Oil Co., owned by Sinclair. At the 
conclusion of this trial the govern- 
ment intends to go akead with the 
Doheny-Fall bribery trial. 


Two Senators Witnesses. 


Senator Walsh, of Montana; Senator 
Smoot, of Utah, and former Senator 
Adams, of Colorado, are among those 
who will be called as witnesses in the 
Sinclair contempt proceedings which 
‘are to begin Monday in the criminal 
division of the District Supreme court. 
Sinclair was indicted for refusing to 
answer questions asked by the Senate 
committee which investigated the oll 
land leases. 

While government counsel, Happy in 
their Supreme Court victory, were an- 
nouncing their determination to pro- 
ceed with the Doheny-Fall bribery case, 
Frank J. Hogan, chief of counsel for 
Doheny, made public a statement out- 
lining the expenses to which the Do- 
heny oil companies were put in con- 
nection with work done in accord with 
the leases. 


Doheny to Ask $10,545,376. 


Congress will be asked, at the next 
session, Hogan said, to reimburse the 
two Doheny oil companies to the 
amount of $10,545,376.34, which repre- 
sents their actual loss. Under the de- 
cision of the United States Supreme 
Court nullifying the Doheny oil leases, 
as tainted with fraud, the government 
may keep all of the wells and reser- 
voirs and other construction by the 
Doheny companies and not pay it a 
cent. The money can not be returned 
to the companies except by Congress. 

No question of profits the companies 
might have made had the le&ses been 
upheld is given consideration in the 
figures which he set forth as répresent- 
ing the actual loss of the oil companies, 
Hogan said. The government will be 
asked simply to reimburse the com- 
panies for moneys expended under its 
contracts, he said. 

The figures cited had been agreed on 
by government counsel after an exami- 
nation of the companies’ books by ex- 
pert accountants employed by the gov- 
ernment and others employed by the 
companies.

The contracts will be let when decision 
is reached on some of the types of 
machines.

Acceptance by Mellon Stated 
in Formal Letter: Sum 
Coming June 1. 


FUNDING ARRANGEMENT 
IN NO WAY PREJUDICED 


Money to Be Credited to An- 
nuities, After Agreement 
Has Been Ratified. 


(By the Associated Press.) 

The text of the offer of the French 
government to pay $10,000,000 on its 
unfunded $4,025,000,000 war debt was 
announced at the Treasury yesterday, 
together with the correspondence be- 
tween Secretary Mellon and Premier 
Poincare. The payment, which is ac- 
ceptable to the Treasury, will be made 
on June 15, without prejudice to rati- 


fication of the Mellon-Berenger accord 
by either country. 

The formal offer was made two days 
ago, after Robert Lacour-Gayet, French 
financial representative, had conferred 
with Treasury officials. A payment of 
$20,000,000 as interest on the $400,000,- 
000 war supplies debt already has been 
received from the French government. 

Treasury officials expressed the opin- 
ion that the Senate would follow the 
lead of the House and ratify the Mellon- 
Berenger agreement, and that the 
French parliament also would approve 
it. Should this be the case, it was said 
the interest payments probably would 
be accepted with the forthcoming 
amount as the $30,000,000 annual pay- 
ments for 1926. ° 


French Offer as Accepted. 


The French offer, which was accepted 
under the conditions set out therein, 
follows: 

“The French government will pay to 
the government of the United States 
cn June 15, 1927, the sum of $10,000,- 
090 on account of the existing debt of 
the French government to the United 
States exclusive of the debt arising 
from the purchase of surplus war ma- 
terials. : 

“After a debt funding agreement has 
been ratified by the Congress of the 
United States and the French . pariia- 
ment it is understood that the said 
sum of $10,000,000 will be credited to 
the annuities provided for in such 
agreement. 

“The French government will con- 
tinue to make payments on account of 
said war material purchase debt in ac- 
cordance with the terms of the existing 
obligations of France now held by the 
United States. 

“It is understood that the foregoing 
would in no way prejudice the ratifi- 
cation of the debt funding agreement 
concluded on April 29, 1926.” 


Poincare’s Letter to Mellon. 


Premier Poincare's letter of trans- 
mittal, addressed to Secretary Mellon, 
said: 

“T have the honor to inform you that 
the French government has authorized 
me to deliver to you the inclosed de- 


claration by which they pledge them- | 
selves to pay to the government of the | 


United States on June 15 next, the sum 
of $10,000,000 without prejudice to the 
ratification by the French parliament 
of the definitive agreements. 

“I am personally pleased by this re- 
sult of our conversation. . 

“Please accept, my dear Mr. Secre- 
tary, the assurances of my high consid- 
eration.” 

Acceptance was conveyed under date 
of March 2 by Secretary Mellon in the 
following comunication addressed to 
Premier Poincare: 

“I have received from the State De- 
partment your communication of 
March 1, 1927, addressed to me, in- 
forming me of the intention of the 
French government to make a certain 
payment to the United States govern- 
ment on June 15, 1927, and outlining 

he understanding that is to govern the 
said payment. 

“IT have examined your letter and 
would say in reply that the United 
States government will be pleased to 
receive the sum specified in accordance 
with the understanding outlined in 
your letter.”

TWO URGENT MEASURES. 


The average citizen feels that the Senate 
could be in much better business than filibuster- 
ing away the last few hours of this session, 
when measures of importance are awaiting ac- 
tion and may be lost in spite of the fact that 
there is no objection to them in the Senate or 
elsewhere. One of these is the medicinal 
spirits whisky bill, passed by the House and 
ready for action in the Senate. The other is 
the alien property ‘bill. ; 

There is an approaching shortage of whole- 
some medicinal spirits. The prohibition di- 
rector sponsored the measure which passed the 
House, providing for renewal of the supply 
under strict government control. The actual 
amount of whisky on hand in bonded ware- 
houses is about 20,000,000 gallons, and with- 
drawals are at the rate of nearly 2,000,000 gal- 
lons annually. Before new spirits can be 
manufactured and properly aged the present 
supply will be nearly exhausted. ‘The vote in 
the House revealed clearly that, in spite of 


| bigotry on both sides, the common sense of 


the situation was impressed upon the majority. 
The prohibition amendment_and laws have no 
concern with medicinal liquor, and there 
should be no denial of medicine to the sick for 
the sake of enforcing the law against traffic 
in beverages. 

The alien property bill awaiting action in 
the Senate contains provisions for paying the 
Lusitania claims, among others. It is high 
time that such matters should be wiped off the 
slate of Congress. An equitable arrangement 
is provided in this bill, which has already 
passed the House. Senator Reed, of Pennsyl- 
vania, is fully warranted in insisting upon its 
passage, if possible, even if it should displace 
the “slush fund’’ resolution and other minor 
matters. 


DR. WALCOTT’S SUCCESSOR. 


The board of regents of the Smithsonian 
institution has before it the duty of electing 
a successor to the late Charles D. Walcott, 
recently deceased. The race for a small politi- 
cal office in any State or municipality produces 
many columns of reading matter concerning 
the prospects of the various candidates in a 
campaign, yet the selection of one to succeed 
the long line of notable men who have followed 
the work of the first secretary, -Dr. Joseph 
Henry, has received so little attention that 
even the names of the possible candidates are 
unknown. 

There has been a somewhat elastic rule 
of alternating the appointments to the secre- 
taryship between physicists and naturalists. 
Joseph Henry, the first secretary, was a physi- 
cist, and one of the greatest minds of his 
time. Dr. Baird was a naturalist, Dr. Langley 
was a physicist, the world’s greatest authority 
in the fleld of astrophysics. The late Dr. Wal- 
cott gained his deserved fame in the field. of 


‘geology and therefore ranked as a physicist. 


This would seem to .predispose the action of 
the board of regents in the direction of’ a 
naturalist. 

Dr. Joseph Henry, who as the first secretary 
was the first to interpret the will of the founder, 
James Smithson, held that the basic idea of 
the gift was the investigation of problems of 
scientific promise irrespective of immediate 
prospect of financial return and to undertake 
the investigation of field problems in this 
country and abroad which otherwise would 
have no certain prospect of reaching the 
scientific world. 

As the will of the founder makes no re- 
striction as to any particular kind of knowl- 
edge to be diffused, the Smithsonian’s achieve- 
ments have been in fields as widely divergent 
as aviation, in which the late Dr. Langley was 
a pioneer, and astrophysics, now carried on by 
Dr. Charles G. Abbot. 

The regents of the institution have plenty 
of material from which to select a successor 
to Dr. Walcott, but they may have difficulty 
in finding a qualified scientist who possesses 
also the executive ability to conduct the 
Smithsonian institution.

THE BAUMES LAWS. 


It was inevitable that agitation for legisla- 
tion similar to New York’s Baumes laws, which 
affect the sentences of thrice-convicted crim- 
inals, should have extended elsewhere. In 
1926 the governor appointed the New York 
State crime commission which, under the lead- 
ership of State Senator Caleb Baumes, suc- 
ceeded in having the legislature enact twenty 
laws against crimes of violence and confirmed 
criminals. The commission has continued to 
study the question, and on Tuesday last recom- 
mended 38 additional acts to the legis}ature, 


looking toward further tightening of the penal } 


machinery. Accompanying the recommenda- 
tions was a report which said, in part: 


There has been a marked decrease of 
crime in this State, and especially in New 
York city, since the enactment of the 
twenty laws at the last session of the legis- 
lature. Notwithstanding that the period 
in which these laws have been in operation 
is much too short to give any conclusive 
evidence of their value, yet the results al- 
ready would seem to indicate that they 
are not only doing what the legislature 
intended they should do, but are exceeding 
the expectations of those responsible for 
them. 


The report is borne out by.a statement re- 
cently issued by the Jewelers Security Alliance 
to the effect that the decrease in jewelers’ rob- 
beries in 1926 as -compared to 1925 in New 
York amounts to 50 per cent. The Baumes 
laws are given credit, regarding which the 
jewelers’ association says: © 


Arguments regarding the results pro- 
duced by the drastic Baumes laws in New 
York mean little. The best evidence is 
that since the laws went into effect crime 
has decreased and underworld characters 
are credited big saying that criminals 
prefer to n their profession in 
States where punishment is, less severe and 
not quite so swift.

THE RADIO COMMISSION. 


commission to inaugurate the task of control- 
ling radio. Headed by Rear Admiral William 
H., Bullard, who has had a long and distin-

Senator 
Dill; under whose guidance the radio legisla- 
tion was enacted into law, has announced that 
he will oppose three of the nominations, on the 
ground that they are so-called Hoover men, 
under control ‘of the Department of Commerce, 
whose authority over radio was challenged by 
the senator in drafting the legislation. Surely, 
however, this can not be the real reason for 
the opposition, for any one who is familiar 
with radio control as exercised in the past, 
would of necessity have been a Department of 
Commerce man. To say that such an indi- 
vidual has no place on the new radio commis- 
sion is tantamount to saying that no lawyer 
would be eligible to a Federal judgeship. 
The President had a field of 900 from which 
to choose. The five selected are the pick of 
the lot. Each is a man who has demonstrated 
his ability in another field of endeavor and, 
what is equally important, has a general knowl- 
edge of the problems to be solved. It is to 
be hoped that confirmation of the commission 
will be forthcoming before Congress adjourns. 
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SAINTS IN ECLIPSE. 


Among many points which have caused re- 
gret and heart burnings in the proposed re- 
vision of the Anglican prayer book is the pro- 
visional omission of the names of two saints 
from the calendar, who have, for very differ- 
ent reasons, grown into esteem and reverence 
among the English people. The first of these 
is St. Valentine, bishop or bishop and martyr, 
as he is variously designated, whose feast, as 
every one knows, occurs on February 14. 

‘“Valentine’s day” is widely celebrated in 
English-speaking countries and“has been made 
the occasion of the interchange of missives of 
affection between young people of opposite 
sexes from time immemorial. This popular 
custom was known to ‘‘ancient Gower’ in the 
fourteenth century and it probably antedates 
his timé by a very wide stretch of years. Its 
origin is not difficult to trace. Disregarding 
official delimitations of the seasons, which de- 
pend on the apparent annual motion of the 
‘sun in declination, the English populace has 
arbitrarily fixed the season of spring as be- 
ginning on February 1 and lasting until the 
end of April. The coming of spring, there- 
fore, as evidenced by the peeping up of early 
flowers and the mating of the birds, was nat- 
urally associated with Valentine’s day, a time 
by which these manifestations of reviving na- 
ture and the tendencies to generation were 
fairly well advanced. It was also well known, 
long before Tennyson proclaimed the fact, that 
“in the spring a young man’s fancy lightly 
turns to thoughts of love’’——and a young 
woman’s also—and hence, by an almost logi- 
cal association of ideas, the feast of the saint 
became, at first in a secondary and ultimately 
in a prime sense, the feast of lovers as well. 

The revisers of the prayer book have put 
nobody in St. Valéntine’s place, from which 
one might at first thought surmise that in 
future lovers will have no tutelary patron. 
That, however, would be an erroneous conclu- 
sion, for the habit of ages will persist and St. 
Valentine’s day will continue to find its loca- 
tion, at least in the popular calendar. Be- 
sides, it is worth while to recall that Valen- 
tine ‘is one of the saints who was ejected-from 
~ his place, in the original revised calendar, but 
he had to be restored in 1604, and what hap- 
pened to him once may conceivably happen 
again:

OF COMMUNISTS, DEAD 


Workers’ Party’s General Sec- 
retary Is Victim of 
Appendicitis. 


WAS UNDER’ SENTENCE 


Chicago, March 2 (By A. P.).— 
Charles E>» Ruthenberg, general secre- 
tary of the workers’ party, the com- 
munist organization in the United 
States, died today of appendicitis. 

Ruthenberg, virtually the head of the 


communications from the third inter- 
nationale in soviet Russia were com- 


municated to members, was under a 
prison sentence in Michigan for viola- 
tion of the State syndicalism act, in 
connection with “red” raids at Bridge- 
man, Mich., in 1922. 

His case now is pending before the 
United States Supreme Court. 
Ruthenberg had an office in the 
headquarters here of the workers’ party 
of America. 

Ruthenberg was taken to a hospital 
last Sunday for an operation. General 
peritonitis developed. 

The conviction of Ruthenberg grew 
out of a raid on the annua: meeting of 
the communist party, then being held 
in the sand dunes in a lonely section 
near Lake Michigan on August 22, 1922. 
William Z. Foster, leader of the 1919 
steel strike, and others prominent in 
communism at that time were ar- 
rested, 76 being named in an informa- 
tion filed against them. 

About three years ago the -Ruthen- 
berg and Foster influences in the party 
clashed, with a resultant appeal to 
Moscow, which compromised the situ- 
ation by finding a zone of influence 
for each in the party. Foster once was 
the party candidate for President of 
the United States. 

The widow, Mrs. Rose Ruthenberg, 
and a son, Donald, 21, who is an en- 
gineering student and is not a com- 
munist, are expected to come here for 
the funeral. 

Ruthenberg was a member of the 
presidium of the communist interna- 
tionale of Moscow, where a cable has 
been sent notifying Edward Duncan, 
American representative of the workers’ 
party of his death. 

Twice Ruthenberg’s radical activities 
led to imprisonment. He served two 
years of a five to ten year sentence in 
Sing Sing, but the New York court of 
appeals finally reversed the sentence 
and he was released. He also served a 
year in prison in Canton, Ohio, for op- 
posing the war-time draft, against 
which he organized Cleveland trade 
unionists’ demonstrations against war. 
In 1922 he was sentenced at St. Joseph, 
Mich., to serve five years in prison for 
violation of the Michigan criminal syn- 
dicalism law as a result of the Sand 
Dunes convention.

1 teaspoonful celery seed or 

1 cup finely chopped celery. 

2 tablespoons tarragon vinegar. 

1 bay leaf. 

2 cloves, 

Dash cayenne. 

14% cups mayonnaise. 

1 small can or 4% pound fresh shrimp. 

Add gelatin to a half cup cold water 
and let stand for five minutes. Cook 
all ingredients together for ten min- 
utes except gelatin, shrimp and vine- 
gar. Strain the mixture and add the 
vinegar and gelatin. Pour into molds 
and let stand overnight. Add shrimps 
to salad dressing and serve over the 
aspic jelly. And by the way, it may be 
well to remember that shrimp should 
be cleaned thoroughly. Nothing could 
be less appetizing than the uncleaned 
animal. He is a complete organism, 
you know, and it is as necessary that 
they be cleaned as chickens, turkeys, 
crabs, whole fish, &c., are cleaned.

However, 
here is a recipe for fruit souffle that 
will not, I think, fall or fail. 

Fruit Souffle. 

lcup pulp of fruit. 

Sugar. 

4 egg whites. 

Very few grains salt. 

Drain from canned fruit all of the 
liquor and rub the fruit through «a 
sieve. Heat the pulp and sweeten it 
it is necessary so to do. Beat the whites 


and add very slowly the hot pulp of 
the fruit and the bit of salt, and con- 
tinue the beating for about 30 seconds. 
Butter the molds _that are to be used 
and coat them with sugar. Set the 
little souffle molds into a pan of hot 
water as for baking custard, and bake 
in a very slow oven until the mixture 
is firm. To tell this press the finger 
gently down.on. top of the souffie. I 
suspect your difficulty is that you did 
not cook the souffie quite enough, 
and if there is not body to a baked 
mixture of this time it is sure to fall. 
Distinctly do I remember my first pop- 
overs, and my wonderment as they 
slowly but surely reduced themselves 
from the gorgeous things they had been 
when I took them from the oven to the 
smallest and most dismal looking ob- 
jects I have ever been obliged to gaze 
upon.

Fried Rice (Sopa de Arroz.) 

Put one tablespoon of lard in a fry- 
ing pan and when hot add a half cup 
of uncooked rice. Stir until slightly 
browned and then add a fourth can of 
tomatoes, a small onion sliced and two 
cloves of garlic. Add salt, pepper and 
chili pepper to taste. Add a pint of 
water and cook until dry which will re- 
quire about 30 minutes. 


Sour Milk 


1 cup corn meal. 

1 cup flour. 

1 cup sour milk. 

% cup sugar. 

2 teaspoons shortening. 

3%, teaspoon soda. 

1 teaspoon salt. 

2 eggs 

Mix and sift the dry ingredients to- 
gether and add the well-beaten eggs. 

Add the milk gradually and lastly 
the melted shortening (it may be cris- 
co, butter or lard). Turn into a -vell- 
greased cake pan either round, oblong 
or square and bake in a moderate oven 
for from 20 to 25 minutes. Serve at 
once. 


Corn Bread. 


A request came to the desk this 
morning for a recipe for orange mar- 
malade. When we are able to answer 
the request through the column it is 
not as envolved for not as much time 
is required as for lengthy and personal 
replies. Therefore, we may have orange 
marmalade at once. 


Orange Marmalade. 


3 oranges that are firm 

3 grapefruit that are firm 

3 lemons that are firm. 

I repeat the “firm” for emphasis. 
Slice all the fruit fine, using everything 
but the seeds. If too bitter use only 
half of the grapefruit rind. Cover 
the ingredients with three times as 
much water as there is bulk and let 
the whole stand all night. Boil for 
ten minutes and set. aside until the 
second: morning. Then take cup for 
cup of sugar and mixture and boil un- 
til it begins to jell. Pour into glasses 
and seal with*paraffine when  thor- 
oughly cool. To be safe it is well to 
allow the unsealed preserve to stand 
over night. 


Many of us have an abundance of 
apples on hand, and wonder every once 
in a while what is to be done to dis- 
pose of thern. Therefore, I am going 
to pass along a recipe for apple chut- 
ney that may be of assistance to a num- 
ber of housekeepers. If there are sev- 
eral barrels of apples in the cellar that 
were not sold, make a few of them up 
into chutney. It will keep well and 
be a delicious innovation.

Federal Reserve Board Finds 


Business Benefited by the 
Industrial Activity. 


REPORT GIVEN CONGRESS 


(By the Associated Press.) 

Exceptionally large outputs by fac- 
tories, famyns and mines and the high- 
est level of bank credit on record were 
leading factors in contributing to un- 
usual stable business conditions in the 
United States during 1926. This was 
brought out in tne annual report of 
the Federal Reserve Board, submitted 
yesterday to Congress. 

The year also was characterized, the 
report said, by orderly distribution of 
commodities, a declining price level 
and a sustained demand tor merchan- 
dise. An increased flow of savings into 


investment channels, a continuous de- 
cline in long time money rates, and a 
stable and relatively easy condition ir 
the short term market, it added, were 
features of the financial situation. 

The credit policy of the reserve sys- 
tem during the year was to maintain 
the discount rates-at reserve banks un- 
changed, at 4 per cent except for ad- 
justments at the New York bank, the 
report pointed out, and to contin 
the system’s open market investments 
near the level prevailing at the open- 
ing of the year. ; 

While the general banking and credit 
situation was stable, there were. more 
bank suspensions in 1926 than in 
either of the two preceding years. Nine 
hundred and fifty-six banks in the 
country. with total deposits of nearly 
$285,000,000 suspended operations, as 
compared with 612 with deposits of 
about $175,000,000 in 1925, and 1777 
suspensions, with deposits of about 
$215,000,000 in 1924. The 1926 sus- 
pensions were chiefly in agricultural 
sections and the board said that causes 
of the failures for the most part did 
not originate in developments in 1926, 
but dated back to conditions and de- 
velopments of the last seven years.

Agents’ Spokesman When the 


Body Was Brought to 
Belair, Witness Says. 


SENT TO DESTROY STILL 


Robert D. Ford, assistant prohibition 
director of the District, who, with three 
other prohibition agents and their 
chauffeur, is on trial in the Federal 


court in Baltimore charged with mur- 
dering Lawrence Wenger, Harford coun- 
ty, Md., farmer, in 1924, yesterday was 
identified by a witness as the spokes- 
man of the agents when they brought 
the body of Wenger to Belair. 

_E. Franklin Ely, who was described 
on the first day of the trial as the 
actual slayer of Wenger; John M. Bar- 
ton and Wilton L. Stevens, prohibition 
agents, and William Trabing, their 
chauffeur, are on trial with Ford. 
Sheriff I. W. Thompson, called as a 
State witness, identified Ford and said 
he had been told by the agents that 
they had been to the Wenger farm to 
destroy a still and Had come on the 
body of the man in woods nearby. 
“When I arrived at Belair,” the sheriff 
testified, “the thing looked suspicious 
to me and I arrested them all. 
“They told me they had never seen 
the dead man before. Mr. Ford was 
the spokesman and he said that they 
were surprised at finding the man in 
the woods.” 

Yesterday was the second day of the 
trial, which will be resumed today. 
Several witnesses were examined yes- 
terday, some of them testifying as to 
the high character of the agents on trial. 
John B. Henson, a prosecution witness, 
and John Cook, a colored laborer, who 
was working with Mr. Henson near the 
Wenger place at the time of the raid, 
told of hearing shots and investigating.

One .of the most important real es- 
tate transactions here in recent years 
was concluded yesterday when the

streets northwest, was "purchased by 
Peter A. Drury, presiderit of the Mer- 
hants Bank & Trust Co. The purchase 
was from the Southern Building Co., 
Inc., through the offices of Allan E. 
Walker & Co., at a price of aproximately 
$3,000,000. 

The building was bought by Mr. 
Drury as an individual and not for the 
financial institution of which he is 
head, or any group or syndicate. Since

The 
best shoe for golf is known as the moc- 
casin golf shoe, so named because the 
upper part of the shoe is identical in 
construction with the Indian moccasin. 
This shoe may be equipped with a crepe 
rubber sole or a spiked leather sole, 
according to the preference of the 
wearer. It is as watertight as it is pos- 
sible to make any shoe, and gives the 
utmost comfort. For ordinary wear 
with white flannels, the brogue Oxford 
in white buckskin and brown leather 
is extremely smart, as is also the plain 
white buckskin shoe. For yachting, a 
plain white buckskin shoe with rubber 
sole is the only shoe that is appropri- 
ate, and any guest going aboard a yacht 
or water craft of any kind, should be 
equipped with a pair. The woven 
leather sandal is another shoe that is 
rapidly gaining favor for general sport 
wear, for, like the brown and white 
shoe, it can be worn with white -flan- 
nels, and other lightweight summer 
clothes.

LARGER UNDER RULING 


Compromise Is Reached in 
25-Year Dispute Among 


French Growers. 


Paris, March 2 (By A. P.).—The 


| world’s suppply of champagne is in- 


creased, and exactly what wine may 
claim the name is defined in a binding 
arbitral decision intended to settle a 
quarrel of a quarter of a century among 
winegrowers. 

The highest court last year decided 
the question to the dissatisfaction of 
both sides. Edouard Barthe, a deputy 
and a wine expert, has given the final 
decision with a pledge from all con- 
cerned that it will be accepted uncom- 
plainingly and written into Frencn law. 

Champagne now must be wine of 
that type, grown in the province of 
Champagne and some neighboring 
vineyards long devoted to that wine, 
and the wine must be finished in that 
region to have legal right to be called 
champagne. 

Quite a-large district excluded from 
the champagne country by the courts 
is accorded the right to produce this 
wine. Other districts which had used 
the champagne label are debarred 
from the right to it by a series of 
technical requirements laid down by 
the ‘wine expert.

New York, March 2 (By A. P.).—-Own- 
ership of the American Telephone & 
Telegraph Co. is so widely distributed 
that no individual or small group has 
a controlling interest in the company 


‘whose stockholders numbered 399,121 


at the end of 1926, says President 
Walter Gifford in his annual report 
made public today. 

The average number of shares held 
per stockholders is now 26.6 and no 


stockholder owns aS much as 1 per 
cent of the total stock outstanding. 

The report shows the investmént oi 
the company with its associated com- 
panies increased over $318,000,000 dur- 
ing the year and total assets are now 
over $3,256,000,000. Net earnings for 
1926 were $204,870,000. 

There were 781,000 telephones adaed 
to the number owned and operated by 
the system in 1926. The total num- 
ber of telephones in the United States 
interconnected in and with the sys- 
tem at the end ef the dienes was 17,- 
574,000. 

More than 664,000 miles of toll wire 
were added during the year, this being 
the largest mumber of miles added in 

any one year. 

An additional transcontinental tele- 
phone line was completed to the Pacific 
coast in. 1926, making a total of three 
such lines;now in operation. 

The toll cable between New York and 
Chicago which was completed in 1925 
has been extended to St. Louis and fur- 
ther extensions of toll cable plant are 
under way. 

During 1926 an adjustment in long 
distance rates was made by the Amer- 
ican Telephone. & ‘Telegraph Co., 
amounting to a reduction of about 
$3.000,000 annually. 

On January 7, 1927, regular commer~ 
cial transoceanic radio telephone service 
was inaugurated between New York and 
London. 

The service for the transmission of 
pictures by wire inaugurated in 1925 
has been extended to Boston, Cleveland, 
St. Louis, Atlanta and Los Angeles, so 
that this service is now commercially 
available between these cities in addi- 
tion to New York, Chicago and San 
‘Francisco. 

While somewhat aside from telephone 
service, interesting developments of the 
Bell Telephone Laboratories, Inc., W hich 
have grown out of their research and 
development in the telephone art, have 
resulted in the successful inauguration 
of talking moving pictures, and in fur- 
ther improvement in the efficiency and 
economy of submarine telegraph cables.

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FILIBUSTER RISING. OVER REED. 


IN SENATE GOES INTO NIGHT 


(CONTINUED FROM PAGE 1.) 


them by the white-thatched Missourian. 
In a parliamentary sense the filibuster 
was equipped with the sharper and 
quicker brains. 

It was this play of wits that served 
to take the tedium from what is in 
most instances a dreary proceeding. 
Speeches against time are seldom in- 
spiring, but they were spiced last night 
with frequent clashes, mock and act- 
ually serious. 


The Senate held together better 
than it did when the Boulder dam 
filibuster dropped on it unexpectedly a 
wéek ago. The Senate chamber itself 
was crowded during the early stages, 
not. only with members but with rep- 
resentatives and. others entitled to the 
privileges of the floor. The last roll 
call before midnight developed that 80 
senators were persent so that the ab- 
sence of a quoroum may not develop 
until the early morning hours. 

Senator Ralph Cameron of Arizona, 
who took the floor at 1:30 o’clock 
spoke until 12:36 o’clock on copper 
mining and then Senator Stanfield, of 
Oregon, continued = filibuster. 

Senator Joseph T. *tobinson, minority 
leader, at 1:30 o'clock this morning 
suggested a compromise under which 
the public buildings bill, the second 
deficiency appropriation bill, the Reed 
resolution and the alien property bill 
would have been taken up in that order 
and disposed of in seven hours. Sen- 
ator. Cole Blease, of South Carolina, 
objected. 

Senator James W. Wadsworth, of 
New York, then began what appeared 
to be a lengthy speech. 

As the fight now stands there ap- 
pears to be only one acceptable com- 
promise and that is surrender by Sen- 
ator Reed, of Missouri. The men head- 
ing the filibuster say they will accept 
nothing but a transfer of the Pennsyl- 
vania contest to the committee on 
privileges and elections and the Mis- 
sourian says he will not consent to 
that. 

The test votes during the night 
showed not only that the proponents 
of the filibuster were holding their 
own, but that. they had gained 
strength. On a m»tion to table the 
first of the amendments offered by 
Senator Reed, of Pennsylvania, the vote 
was 46 to 34 for the motion. This was 
a gain of eight votes for the filibuster 
and a loss of ten for the Reed, of 
Missouri, forces. The Senate was not, 
however. in a temper to adjourn. It 
voted down such a motion by Senator 
Watson, of Indiana, at 10 o’clock by 
51 to 27 


Blease Gives Entertainment. 


The evening’s most entertaining 
speech; undoubtedly was that of Sena- 
tor Cole Blease, of South Carolina. 
Once when he informed the Senate 
that he would vote for anything he 
saw fit regardless of the party that 
sponsored it he qualified this broad 
statement as follows: 

“I vote as I please on everything but 
prohibition and the people of South 
Carolina have told me to vote for that. 
Although it is. the rankest sort of 
hypocrisy I intend to do what they have 
told me.” 

Again he informed the chamber: 

“IT don’t believe that if this resolu- 
tion applied to any State: south of the 
Mason and Dixon line a single Demo- 
crat would vote for it. They have no 
business monney ee in our primaries 
and elections.” : 

When it met the Senate proceeded 
in much the same fashion that it had 
on the day previous. The reading of 
the journal was demanded when the 
Senate met at 11 o'clock: Senator 
George H. Moses, of New Hampshire, 
and Senator Reed, of Missouri, resisted 
all efforts to shorten the task. 

Although there had been a night ses- 
sion and the journal seemed intermin- 
ably long, it did 
the entire morning hour. It was just 
after 12:30 o'clock when its considera- 
tion had been completed and Senator 
Reed, of -Missouri, obtained the floor 
for the purpose of bringing up his reso- 
lution. ~~ 

The motion, which carried by a vote 
of 56 to 25, disclosed one senator had 
said facetiously that the “Republican 
party in the Senate numbers 24 and 
Cole Blease.” 

The roll call was a. test of the old 
guard strength. Except for one or two 
pairs the vote disclosed the full 
strength of the conservative Republi- 
cans. Not a single one of the so-called 
progressives voted against the motion, 
nor did any Democrat other. than 
Blease. The affirmative votes included 
20 Republicans, 35 Democrats and the 
Farmer-Labor member.

Reed Appears Confident. 


The negative votes on the motion to 
take up were not considered even by 
proponents of the filibuster to mean 
that the 25 men so arrayed would all 
take an active part in the filibuster. 
The number of those who will compose 
the “battalion of death,” unless there 
should be a compromise on the terms of 
the resolution, does not run higher 
than eight, and limited probably to six. 

It is because the number of those 
who can be called upon to carry the 
burden for more than a day and a half 
is so slight that some doubt was ex- 
pressed by even leaders of the filibuster 
that they would be able to win a 
straight drag-out test on the issue. 

Senator .Reed, of Pennsylvania, did 
not share in these gloomy views. He 
said that the Reed committee would 
| “die unless I die first.” © 


“There is only one man obstructing 
business in the Senate,” was the an- 
swer of Senator Reed, of Missouri, to 
this, “that is my dear friend Dave Reed. 
He is obstructing the further investiga- 
tion of corruption in Pennsylvania.”

Senator 
Reed insisted that these matters were 
fully as grave as the zero wards in his 
State, which he said had been found 
in both Vare and Wilson districts. 

The filibuster was interrupted at 2 
o’clock by the presentation of the clo- 
ture motion on the Dry reorganization 
bill. Senator Reed, of Pennsylvania, 
barely had got started. It is under- 
stood that in its later stages the fight 
of the filibusterers will concern not 
only the disenfranchisement of the 
negro in the South but an insistence 
that in reapportionment the South be 
denied credit for population which is 
not granted suffrage. 

Another weapon which the opponents

day was the letter from Gov. Fisher 
of Pennsylvania, inclosing a new cer- 
tificate of election for Vare. It is 
possible an effort will be made to pre- 
sent the credentials in the hope of 
starting’ a new and _ self-sustaining 
filibuster by those like Senator C. C. 
Dill, of Washington, who do not want 
the. credentials received by this Senate. 


Debate Prohibition Bill. 


The resumed debate on the prohibi- 
tion bill was as general as it had been 
previously. Senators William C. Bruce, 
J. Thomas Heflin, Edward I. Edwards, 
Walter E. Edge, James E. Couzens and 
Edwin S. Broussard took up all or part 
of their allotted clotural time discuss- 
ing many things. Senators Bruce and 
Edwards criticized Senator Royal 5S. 
Copeland, of New York, for what they 
termed his desertion of the wet cause. 
Senator Heflin launched into an at- 
tack on the Catholic Church and as- 
sailed Sir Esme Howard, which drew 
an able defense of the British Ambas- 
sador from Senator William H. King, 
of Utah. The others, for the most part, 
addressed themselves to various fea- 
tures of the bill. 

The three Democratic wets—-Cope- 
land, Hawes and Walsh, of Massachu- 
setts—who voted for cloture, should 
have set an example, Senator Bruce 
declared, by “standing against Wheeler.” 
Cloture would have failed, he pointed 
out, had any one of these senators 
voted nay, and had either of the two 
Nevada senators taken the same atti- 
tude, in view of the referendum against 
prohibition in that State. 

There were so many violations of the 
prohibition law, Senator Bruce assert- 
ed, that strict enforcement would “fail 
a large part of this body.” But, he 
explained, “social confidence” prevented 
senators from telling on each other. 


Bruce Criticizes Copeland. 


Dealing with Senator Copeland's de- 
nunciation of Bruce Tuesday, the 
Marylander criticized Copeland severely 
for not voting for cloture. One of his 
declarations was: 

“I can conceive of rivers running 
backwards, seas turning blood red, the 
earth failing to yleld its abundance, 
and of almost any gross anomaly, but 
I can not conceive of the people of 
New York electing the jfunior senator 
a second time.” 

Senator Copeland alluded Tuesday 
to Senator Bruce’s kind of ‘‘wet leader- 
ship,” but Bruce said yesterday: “Any 
manly, robust leader wants to be sure 
of the fidelity of his followers.” 

“A year ayo,” he continued, ‘“Sen- 
ator Copeland was a partisan of Mayor 
Hylan and a foe of Gov. Smith, whom 
he compared to a mutilated Venus de 
Milo. But now the word “Hylan” 
never drops from his lips, and Gov. 
Smith has no more obsequlous follower 
than he. 

“To use a homely phrasc, he is like 
a chicken partly hatched with pieces 
of the egg still sticking to him.” 

Senator Bruce insisted that antipro- 
hibitionists in the Senate must be “a 
band of sworn brothers, prepared to 
face any sacrifice and criticism.” 


Effort to Prolong Falls. 


The effort to prolong the considera- 
tion of the prohibition bill collapsed 
at the conclusion of a speech by Sen- 
ator Cole Blease, of South Carolina, in 
which he called for the enforcement 
of all laws and repeated his former at- 
tacks on diplomatic immunity. 

The first vote came on the Bruce 
amendment to strike out the civil serv- 
ice clause in the prohibition bill. This 
was defeated by a viva voce vote and 
followed by a vote on the bill itself. 
The irreconcilable wets dwindled to 6, 
with 71 senators for the bill, a result 
which caused Wayne B. Wheeler and 


, other dry leaders in the gallery to smile. 


The half a dozen last-stand wets 
were Broussard, Bruce, Edwards, Gerry, 
King and Wadsworth. 

The scramble for parliamentary ad- 
vantage came as soon as the vote had 
been announced. Senator Francis F. 
Warren, of Wyoming, and Senator Reed, 
of Missouri, fought for the eye of the 
chair. Senator Warren was recognized 


e 
and Senator LaFollette made the un- 


usual point of order that the chair was 
in error since Senator Reed had been 
first on his feet and first to. speak. 
Senator Reed himself appealed from the 
decision of the chair and demanded a 

roll call. The appeal was lost, 42. to 35. 

Senator Warren reported the second 
deficiency bill and asked unanimous 
consent to have it considered. There 
was objecti6n by Senator LaFollette 
and Senator Reed, of Missouri, was in 
possession of the floor. His motion to 
take up his resolution carried, 53 to 24, 
almost the same vote and virtually the 
same division that marked the first vote 
of similar nature during the morning 
hour. 

Senator Reed, of Pennsylvania, was 
recognized and launched into a speech 
dealing with zero wards and the denial 
of the franchise to residents of the 
Southern States. 

Following his speech came the motion 
to lay the Pennsylvania man’s substi- 
tute, providing for investigation by 
the privileges and elections committee, 
on the table. It carried, 46 to 34. 

Then came an hour’s speech by Cole 
Blease and next a three-hour’s speech 
by Senator Ralph Cameron, of Arizona.

Plan for Fifth Trunk Line Is 
| 


Given a New Setback by 
the B. R. & P. 


Leonor F. Loree’s plan for a fifth trunk 


line today appeared to have been 
checked again on the Eastern railway 
chessboard when directors of the Buf- 
falo, Rochester & ttsburgh railway 
unanimously refus extend for 96 
days the option to lease the road to 
the Delaware & Hudson, of which Mr. 
Loree is chairman and president. The 
Buffalo, Rochester & Pittsburgh was 
regarded in many quarters as one of 
the vital links in the fifth trunk line 
plan. 

The action of the B. R. & P. direc- 
tors, following closely on the heels of 
two urgent requests from the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission to extend 


considered 
Delaware & Hudson’s application for 
approval of its trackage agreement 
with the Pennsylvania, occasioned con- 
siderable comment in Wall street. 
While Mr. Loree and other D. & H. 
officials declined to make any com- 
ment, it is understood that they were 
taken by surprise, as they had regarded 
the commission’s request as almost 
tantamount to an order. 

Mr. Loree’s original option was re- 
garded by many in Wall street as some- 
thing of a coup, as other large inter- 
ests, including the New York Central 
and the Baltimore & Ohio were under- 
stood to be in’ the market for the 
property. Later, in securing the track- 
age agreement with the Pennsylvania 
to connect the Delaware & Hudson at 
Buttonwood with the Buffalo, Rochester 
& Pittsburgh at Dubois, Pa., he was 
believed to have taken another impor- 
tant step in forming his fifth trunk 
line. 

Te lease was opposed before the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission by the 
New York Central and the Baltimore & 
Ohio, and it was believed that they 
‘would have opposed the proposed track- 
age agreement if the hearing had gone 
on. This agreement, howe er, was au- 
tomatically knocked out Uy the action 
of the Buffalo, Rochester & Pittsburgh 
directors, as it would be worthless with- 
out the lease of the road. 

Delaware & Hudson officials declined 
to say whether further efforts would 
be made to obtain a lease. 

In explaining the action of the di- 
rectors, President William P. Noonan 
of the Buffalo, Rochester & Pittsburgh 
said that uncertainty during the last 
eighteen months as to whether the 
lease would become effective had re- 
tarded plans for the operation and de- 
velopment of the road.

Clashing in what is gener-

It will be by far the greatest in- 
door “gate” McTigue has attracted 
in all his twelve years of battling. 
It also will bring to him a golden 
opportunity such as has come to 
few veterans of 34 years, for the 
winner of this melee ts siated to 
face Jim Maloney, of Boston, tn the 
final round of the series to choose 
the champion’s arama chal- 
lenger. 

There is still an outside possibility 
that two other candidates may elbow 
their way to consideration, Rickard 
still clings to hope that Jack Dempsey 
will come back, and Paulino Uzecudun 
is clamoring for a bout with the victor 
or with Maloney.

MRS. HERRON CHOSEN

Isaac Gans Is Welcomed as 
Member and Appointed 
Finance Chairman. 


Charles F. Carusi, widely-known local 
attorney and formerly vice president of 
the board of education, yesterday was 
unanimously elected president of that 
body at a meeting in the Franklin 
school. He succeeds E. C. Graham, who 
resigned a month ago. 

Mrs. Lillian Y. Herron was elected 
vice president. Due to illness, she was 
not present. Carusi’s term as president 
will expire July 1, when Graham’s 
membership on the board would have 
terminated. 

Isaac Gans, appointed a board mem- 
ber more than a week ago by District 
Supreme court justices, yesterday at- 
tended his first meeting. Following an 
informal welcome by the members, the 
oath was administered to him by Harry 
©. Hine, secretary of the board. In 
opening the meeting, Carus! “congrat- 
ulated the board” on Mr. Gans’ ap- 
pointment. 


Assigned to Committees. 

The new member was given commit- 
tee assignments formerly held by 
Carusi, including the chairmanship of 
finance and membership on the per- 


sonnel and rules committees. 

Accepting a recommendation of a 
special committee, the board declined 
permission to the Antinarcotic society 
to conduct a narcotic education week 
in the public schools. It was decided 
such a move would do harm through 
arousing the curiosity of minors. The 
committee report stated such educa- 
tion is now being given in a more care- 
fully considered fashion, in the daily 
curriculum. 

As an outgrowth of the action, the 
board in the future will discourage ob- 
servance of all special weeks in the 
schools, believing them to interfere 
— the regular functions of the sys- 

m. 

Repair Items Reported. 


Seven items of improvements and re- 
pairs to school buildings and grounds 
were reported by Mrs. H. L. Hodgkins. 
A recommendation included in her re- 
port involving refusal of all gifts re- 
quiring maintenance expense to the 
schools was referred to the committee 
on rules. 

Assistant Superintendent of Schools 
Stephen E. Kramer reported for Super- 
intendent Frank W. Ballou, who is at- 
tending the National Education asso- 
clation convention in Dallas, Tex. At 
his suggestion the board accepted an 
offer made by the Retail Credit Men’s 
association, to provide prizes for the 
stimulation of a character forming 
project, in relation to “character as 
the basis of commercial credit.” 

Acknowledgement was made of the 
efforts of Emile Berliner in improving 
the accoustics of the Oyster school, and 
a letter of appreciation was directed 
sent to him. Appreciation also was 
expressed of a resolution passed by the 
Women’s City club, commending the 
gelection by the Supreme court justices 
of a “harmonious board” and express- 
ing confidence in the present adminis- 
tration. 


Ban Asked on Married Teachers. 


The board was asked to consider the 
elimination of all married teachers from 
the school system by Mrs. Anna Mur- 
ray, of the Parents league, who was 
granted permission to address the mem- 
bers. Mrs. Murray first asked that mar- 
ried women not be admitted to the 
Miner Normal school, contending their 
presence “unwholesomé” to the single 
members studying there and their ma- 
turity an unfair advantage over the 
younger students. 

Her request that the board “recon- 
sider” its confirmation of the appoint- 
ment of C. C. McDuffie as head of the 
department of modern languages, divi- 
sions 10 to 13, called forth a general 
discussion of the action taken at the 
last meeting over the opposition of two 
members. It was finally decided not to 
reconsider the appointment. 

A charge by the Rev. F. I. A. Ben- 
nett that rules were violated in sanc- 
tioning an entertainment March 17 in 
the Armstrong school, for the finan- 
clal benefit of “an outside aeeney, 
was referred to the superintendent 
investigation, with power to act. 

J. H. Johnson reported that W. M. 
Menard, a teacher in the Dunbar High 
school, had been suspended on —— 
which have been turned over to the 
District attorney.

HUSBAND SHOOTS NURSE 
AT D008 OF HER PATIENT 


Bullet Pierces the Arm of Mrs. 
Myrtle Goodwin in the 
Struggle for Gun. 


CALMLY AWAITS POLICE 


Called from the bedside of a sick 
patient, Mrs. Myrtle Goodwin, 27 years 
old, a nurse, was shot through the arm 
by her estranged husband, George R 
Hudlow, 35 years old, 770 Eleventh 
street southeast, on the front porch at 
41 V street northwest. 


Hudlow stood beside his wife and 
waited the arrival of police from the 
Eighth precinct, who arrested him on 
a charge of assault with intent to kill. 
Mrs. Goodwin was taken to Freedman’s 
hospital. Physicians said they did not 
believe her condition was serious. 

Mrs. Goodwin, from her bed in the 
hospital, told police that she was at- 
tending T. H, Harr, who was ill, when 
the door bell rang. She went to the 
door and found Hudlow standing on the 
porch with a pistol in his hand. She 
grabbed the hand holding the pistol, 
she said, and during the struggle two 
shots- were fired. After the bullet 
struck her arm she released Hudlow 
and he pocketed the pistol and awaited 
the arrival of police. 

Hudlow told police that he had con- 
templated killing his wife for three 
weeks, they said. He had been drink- 
ing when he shot her yesterday, Hud- 
low asserted. He told police that he 
was sorry for his act and declared that 
he hoped his wife would recover. The 
couple were married in 1924. She left 
him several months ago, he said. Mrs. 
Goodwin told police she rarely used 
her husband’s name.
